MR COVINGTON’S EXPLORATIONS. 


| —— ‘ 


INTERESTING DISCOVERY. 


Mr. Covington, who is at present at work 
on the Great Pyramid, has relocated the ex- 
terior end of the King’s Chamber south air 
channel discovered by Col. Howard-Vyse in’ 
1837. The original discoverer made no arrange- 
ments for keeping the aperture permanently’ 
open, and it has, in consequence, become chok-' 
ed by débris and sand falling from above.’ 
Were this air-channel, with those of the well! 
shafts, kept clear, the oppressive heat of the’ 
interior passages ofthe Great Pyramid would 
be much abated, and a temperature of under 
70, degrees secured, sais 

To keep the passage clear Mr, Covington 
proposes to place a sheet-iron funnel 30 inches; 
long and nine inches square at the exterior 
aperture of the air channel, ‘This will keep 


débris, stones, ete., from finding their way in 0 


16 passage, which is only 9 inches square and 
herefore blocks easily. 

Mr. Covington is also at work in the hope 
of coming across the external outlet of the’ 
Queen’s Chamber, south air channel, The in-' 
terior end of the passage was only discovered! 
by Weyman-Dickson in 1872, after he had 
chiselled through 5 inches of stone. Mani- 
festiy tuis end of the passage had not been’ 
carried through and the pass chatinel may 
have no outlet on the exterior of the Pyramid, 
It was, of course, not boxed, but allowed for 
in the building of the successive courses, 

Professor Flinders Petrie suggested that 
its issue. is to be looked for at the 85th 
course, but Mr, Covington has had to give 
up the search, after fruitiessly exploring a 
radius of 35 feet round the spot suggested. 
During his search he made a discovery of 
some interest, and we give an extract from 
the finder’s report addressed to Professor 
Maspero:— . 

“Ou Friday last, while searching for the 
undiscovered exterior end of the Queen’s 

Chamber south air channel, I found em- 

bedded in the hardened débris on the 84th 

course of the Great Pyramid, directly below 
the outer end of the King’s Chamber south 
air channel, two fragments (counterparts) of 

a triangularshaped high-grade limestone, 

which originally measured sume 17+-164+ 

10} iuches, two edges being bevelled at an 

angle of 71 degrees and the other at about 

50 to 7% degrees.. Deeply incised in the 

dressed surface Was the full tenth part of an 

18-inch diameter circle. ‘The stones, from 

2 to 2 } inches thick, had been let into the 

Pyramid casing stone probably for astro- 

nomical purposes, ‘The reverse side and 

the bevelled edges retained small patches of 
buff-coloured cemént.” 

The finder adds that in two respects the 
find may be considered important: with the 
exception of the inscription mentioned by 
Herodotus, this is the only record of any stone- 


bearing characters of any kind being found on 


the face of the Pyramid. ‘his is the only 
known stone that has been let in to th 
Pyramid casing. 

Myr (Cavinetan hopes that the undiscovered 
air passage exit may turn up onthe 76th course, 
[t runs up trom the Queea’s Uhamber at its 
start at an angle of 37 degrees, which should 
bring itout at this point—always supposing 
that the angle does not alter. 

Considerable interest is being taken in the 
clearing of the Sphiox, and a meeting of the 
committee formed for this purpose will prob- 
ably be called about the end of the month to 
go into some questions of detail and to ap- 
point executive and finance committees. We 
iearn that, if approached on this subject by 
the responsible authorities, the Prisons Depart- 
went will agree to supply the services of one 
or two buudred abie-bodied tenants of theirs 
who would, of course, receive a small wage 
from the Excavation Committee. 

Instead of carrying the trench leading from 
the paWs of the Sphinx to the cultivation due 
East, it is to be taken 8.B. to avoid the destruce 
tion of personal property, and to avoid a large 
sand hummock which promised great difficul- 
ties. This course will enable the excavators to 
complete the work at a cost below the original 
estimate of L.E. 4,000.

THE STORY. 
OF THE SUEZ CANAL SHARES. 


Mr. Frederick Greenwood, the founder and 
first editor of the “Pall Mall Gazette” and 
the “St. James’s Gazette,” was entertained at 
dimer at the Trocadero Restanrant on Satur- 
lay, the 8th inst., as a mark of the respect 
which is felt for his character and achieve. 
ments by representatives of literature and 
journalism. Mr. Greenwood is now in his 
76th year, having completed his 75th year 
1 March 25. last. 

In responding to the toast of his health, 
Mr. Greenwood related the story of the pur- 
‘hase of the Suez Canal shares by the British 
Government, and the part he played in it. 
‘There were, he said, dangers at that time, 
dangers very reasonably apprehended from 
taking that step; but it did. not involve us 
either then or later in any substantial trouble. 
We had had, on the other hand, the great 
satisfaction of seeing the shares which cost 
41 millions rise toa value of £29,000,000, 
and the Exchequer was deriving from that 
investment a steady million, or something 
approaching it. ‘The transaction had also 
benefited a multitude of people, the pea- 
santry of Egypt, who, as a consequence of 
the purchase of the shares, enjoyed more 
of liberty, more of personal comfort than 
they had ever enjoyed for 1,000 or proba- 
bly for 5,000 years. (Uheers). ‘hat was some- 
thing he was pleased to remember. (Cheers). 
lt was not very easy to accomplish, for 
Lord Derby, the Foreign Minister, did not 
like it, and Sir Stafford Northcote, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, did not like it. After 
his first interview with Lord Derby he bad 
a visit from the Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, Mr. Robert Bourke, afterwards Lord 


Con: emara, who shook lis head very vigor- 
ously, and gave him to understand that 
the Prime Mivister himself was rather doubt- 


ful of that venture. Mr. Greenwood added, 
amid laughter, that he knew very well that 
was “inaccurate.” He never had any doubt 
from the first balf hour of his talk with Lord 
Derby that the thing would be carried through. 
He proceeded to explain the situation then 
.existing. He had heard that possibly within a 
few hours the Khedive’s canal shares, which 
amouuted to nearly one-half of the shares, 
would pass into French hands. There were 
politicians in the country who had always been 
very adverso from the Suez Caal scheme 
altogether, one consequence of which was that 
the property was nearly all French—there was 
very little of Suez Canal stock held elsewhere 
at that time. He also happened to know that 
just before that opportunity arose Lord Derby 
had been persuaded by the mercantile com- 
munity of Eugland to endeavour to obtain 
a reduction of the canal dues. At that time 
about 86 per cent. of the tonnage that passed 


_through the canal was British. The British 
meich.nt therefore was payiug the-dividends 
and the French public was receiving them. 


(he consequence of this was that the canal 
ues were kept so high that Lord Derby was 
persuaded to take action. ‘The correspondence 
had never been published ; but he had seen it ; 
and the last despatch which closed it was one 
from the French Government, and was to the 
effect that that Governmeut was not ina 
position to regulate the business of a private 
company of Frenchmen, but that it the British 


merehants found themselves the object of 
oppression they represen ted themselves to be, 
the route round the Cape was still open, and 


the ships could take that route if the mer 
chants chose to seud them that way. This, said 


Mr. Greenwood, was a great assistance to him, 
and at his first interview with Lord Derby not a 
syllable of the political effect of the purchase 
of the canal shares was uttered. He dealt 
solely with the commercial side of the 


and asked Lord Derby to consider 
what were the chances of ever getting the 
canal dues lowered if the whole of the pro 
perty, instead of about one-half, passed into 
the bands of the French. Lord Derby was a 
man of affairs, and he thought that view of 
the abiter rather impressed him. There were, 
however, other difficulties. One was that the 
Khedive’s shares were his private property. 
There was therefore no authority whatever to 
interfere with his selling them at any time 
fur any price to anybody be chose. To the 
question—How are you going to get them? 
he had no answer to give except—Look at 
the alternative if you do not purchase the 
shares. That had its effect. Then there was 
the fact that Parliament was sitting, and if it 
was asked for four millions, to use Lord Derby's 
own phrase, “the gaff would be blown” 
' Qaughter , the French would immediately be 
bri the que vive, there would be Heaven knew 
what sort of racket in the House of Commons 

Mr. Morley would want to know why (laughter), 
and Mr. Courtney was a factor of very great 
importance in & matter of that sort. All those 
questions arose and were put to him like, not a 
five-barre | but a seven-barred gate. (Laughter), 
However, he stuck to it, that somehow or 
otber those shares were to be competed for by 
the British Government ;and Lord Derby then 
showed what a very capable, prompt, ready, 
quick mind he possessed. Mr. Greenwood pro- 
ceeded to detail the circumstances in which he 
first approached Lord Derby, and which led op 
to the interview already~ mentioned. He said 
he first heard of the: opportunity of acquiring 
the shares one Sunday pt dinner from » 
gentleman with whom he was dining. He told 
his informant what he should do, and he 
agreed that he had a perfect right to do it if 
he liked. Mr. Greenwood went home imme. 
diately and wretea note to Lord Derby at his 
house in St. James's-equare saying that he had 
heard what seemed to him to be news of very 
great importance, that he felt pretty sure 
Lord Derby was not ignorant of it, bot 
at the same time it seemed to him of so much 
importance that he would take the liberty and 


tae chance of being permitted to see bim the 


q 1estion, 


next morning at tha Foreign Office. In his 
ignorance he even appointed the hour, 10.80. 
He ought to have known better than to do 
that ; but when he went to the. Foreign Office 
he found the Foreign Secretary there. He had 
probably never Leen at the office in _ his life at 
that hour (laughter), but thero he was at 10.30 
ready to listen to what he had to say. (Cheers. ) 
Lord Derby most kindly and graciously, and 
with intent to let him down as easily as pos- 
sible, said, “I know you do sometimes get very 
good information, but you are wrong this 
time.” He replied that he thought not. Lord 
Derby then said, “I will give you my reasons. 
We had despatches only the day before yester- 
day from Colonel Staunton (our Consul in 
Egypt) who says nota word about it. Now it 
is impossible that transactions like this, in a 
place like Cairo, could go on undetected under 
the nose of Colonel Staunton.” Mr. Greenwood 
replied he was afraid, however, that that was 
the situation. (Laughter.) Lord Derby then 
said to his admiring ear, “You have put me in 
a very awkward situation. Either you are 
right or you are wrong. If I do anything at 
all 1 must learn whether you are right or 
wrong. ‘here is only one way of doing it, 
and that is by directly interrogating the 
Khedive on the point, “Is it true or not that 
you are now engaged in negotiations for the 
sale of your shares ?” Now, we all know that 
he is very hard up, and if you are wrong what 
weshall do is to put the sale of the canal 
shares into his head if he has not got it there 
before. In the next place we shall present our- 
selves as having some claim, which at the pre- 
sent moment I do not see exists, some 
claim to interfere with the sale, these 
shares being his private property. At any 
rate, the question will be opened in this 
way, and we do not want the shares, 
they are better where they -are. Well, 
what shall 1 do? It was not that Lord Durby 
was seeking his counsel, but he was putting 
upon him the fullest respoasibility, he was 
testing, perhaps, his confidence in the informa- 
tion he had supplied. Mr, Greenwood replied, 
“Yes.” Lord Derby went to a table just behind 
him, wrote outa telegram, brought it back, 
read it out. “This is to Staunton. ‘Go to the 
Khedive immediately and ask him whether it 
is true that he is negotiating for the sale of his 
Suez Canal shares, yes or no, and do not come 
away without getting an answer.’ Now, shall | 
send that?” A turtber test as to whether he 
had not better say, ‘Well, suppose we think of 
it.” He said, “Yes.” On that Lord Derby said, 
“Very weil, if you will come to me to-morrow 
afternoon | will tell you what the result is,” 
He went away perfectly happy, feeling quite 
sure it was all mght; and- the next mofuing 
Mr. Bourke came dewn very anxiously, Mr, 
Greenwood went back to Lord Derby, who said, 
‘You are quite right,’ aud then very charac- 
veristically he said,“ Master Staunton shall hear 
of unis.” (Laughter.) “Master” Staunton did 
near of it. He was quietly removed trom his 
post aud went into retirement, he believed, to 
some Consulship on the Black Sea. The end of it 
was that communication was then made to the 
Prime Minister, and ali those questions were 
seriously discussed. Lord Derby most hand- 
sumely told Mr, Greenwood that he thought he 
had a nght to know haw tha thing want ani 
“Come in when you please aud | will tell you 
bow it is gulug On.” tie did not avail himself 
of that offer, because he knew it was all nght 
alter the second day, and the thing went 
through quite easily. (Cheers.) Some feared 
that the freuch would rebel; aud a greater 
jvurnalist thau Mr. Moriey had named—he 
weant the iate aris Uurrespondeut of The 
J'imes—had a story two the effect that tia 
uews was conveyed to the French Foreign 
Minister of the day while that Minister was 
relaxing himself in a gawe of billiards, When 
be heard the news, said the French Uorres 
poudeut, who apparently was taking a cue 
m the game (laughter), that great Frengh 
gentieman broke bis cue across bis knee and 
promptly leit the room, muttering threais 
vi the most alarming description. (Laughter. ) 
He always doubted that story, because, 
as @ matter of tact,he was iniormed at the 
ume that the French really did not make 
any objection at all With regard to the ques 
tion of money, Lord Derby said that we did nut 
waut four milous of Suez Vanal shares on our 
hands that would not pay a dividend for 17 
years. Lord Rowton was sent down by Mr. 
Visraeli « day or two afterto Barun Rothschild, 
who was rather staggered, he thought, at the 
idea of finding four miltions in the next few 
days without any security. (Laughter.) But, 
at apy rate, the money.was supplied aiter ali. 
He believed it was paid m quarterly insta)- 
ments, or something like that. ‘he whole 
transaction occupied eight or ten days, nota 
whisper got out, nobody hearda word of it, 
and there came a certain Friday when the air 
of Eugland was filled\with hats. All through 
England there was an acclaiming of his great 
achievement, which would redound for ever to 
the honor of Mr. Disraeli. (Chcers.) On 
the previous Thursday Lord Derby sent for 
him and said, “We shall have this out in the 
uewspapers to-morrow, but we think you have 
the right to make the first publication of it.” 
Those were endearing traits in a Minister 
(Cheers.) He doubted whether there were 
many now who would condescend to so much 
consideration and kindness to a newspaper 
editor. He did not avail himselt of that offer, 
and next day the “Times” and other papers 
published the news, which was received with 
a great roar of approbation. He was fully 
content with that. The following Sunday he 
had a message from Lord Derby asking him to 
call. He did so, and Lord Derby came forward 
avd said, “Well, we have done the job. | 
think it will do. And now what can we do for 
you’ That was handsome too. At that 
time the Governmetit were in a very bad way, 
and the Suez Canal transaction set them up 
very much. He was young and had his 
moments of flightiness. He did an irreverent 
thing. He laughed « little, and said he did 


not waut anything but the satisfaction of 

having done something ‘of service to the 
Administration. (Loud 
chear- ) Mv ‘Greenwood concluded with thanks

under the heading “I'he Mixed Courts and the 
S.P.C.A.,” to the effect that in cases of judg- 
ment for cruelty to arlimals Europeans almost 
invariably get off “scot free,” is quite erro- 


neous. 


As ainatter enti 


rely beyond disoyesion & 
charge against a European is regarded with far 
greater seriousness than a charge against a 
native, who gets off with a penalty of fifteen 
piastres for his offence, which settles the matter 
at once without any formalities. But a Euro- 
pean is summoned by the police agents and is 
compelled to appear for judgment: he must 
indeed have a clever advocate if he wishes to 
escape the consequences, deserved or ‘other- | 
wise. Generally, the Arabic police report, com- 
bined with the deposition of those employ 


directly or indirectly by the 8.P.C.A., is word- 


ed in such a brilliant style that if summoned 


the acciised’persun is convicted withoat the 
slightest cuumpunction ; and’on what charge 1 
For mere scratches or accidental. lameness, 
both of which are evidently sometimes un 
avoidable in large stables and develop them- 
selves while the animal is in work, A European 
proprietor of animals, whatever his nationality, 


pere 


is not instinctively cruel ; and as soon as he 
shies a beast wounded, knows it to be to 


his interest to giveit the attention which its 


state merits, and if in the slightest degree 
advisable will keep the animal in proper 
confinement. 


It caunot but be admitted that the 8.P.C.A. 
has done excellent work in Uairo daring the 
past, Which may be proved perhaps by the 
hearty support they have always received on 
all sides. Bat at the present moment the city 
may be said to be free of all the old and worn- 
out or wounded animals so numerous. at one 
time, and it is now becoming apparent to 
everyone with any interest whatever in the 
matter, that their agents display more “exces 
de zéle” in the exercise of their duties than 
really good work. It is exactly this excessive 
zealousness that has caused the many recent 
protests against the injustice of the methods 


adopted by the authorities, and I would say 


that the general judgments of acquittal delivy- 
ered by the Court ina good many cases were 
very conscientiously and rightly given. I can 
say from experience that a European has far 
more to fear from the 8.P.0.A., having regard 
to the penalties imposed upon him, especially; 
as taking everything into due consideration he 
pays in fines and costs for an alleged or proved 
offence ten times more than a native, and is 
rarely able to escape it. One should always 
bear in mind that sound and fit animals taken 
out of the stablein the morning may unexpect-
